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U.S., China aides to meet as tensions mount over Russia

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. and China are sending 
top aides to meet in Rome 
on Monday amid mounting 
tensions between the two 
countries over the Russia- 
Ukraine war and as a USS. 
official reports that Russia in 
recent days has asked Chi- 
na for military equipment 
to help press its campaign. 
In advance of the talks, 
White House national se- 
curity adviser Jake Sullivan 
bluntly warned China to 
avoid helping Russia evade 
punishment from global 
sanctions that have ham- 
mered the Russian econo- 
my. "We will not allow that 
to go forward," he said. 

U.S. officials are also ac- 
cusing China of spread- 
ing Russian disinformation 
that could be a pretext 
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for chemical or biological 
weapons attacks launched 
by Vladimir Putin's forces in 
Ukraine. 
Russia's invasion of Ukraine 
has put China in a delicate 
spot with two of its biggest 
trading partners: the U.S. 
and European Union. Chi- 
na needs access to those 
markets, yet it also has 
made gestures supportive 
of Moscow, joining with 
Russia in declaring a friend- 
ship with "no limits." 
In his talks with senior Chi- 
nese foreign policy adviser 
Yang Jiechi, Sullivan will in- 
deed be looking for limits in 
what Beijing will do for Mos- 
cow. 
“lm not going to sit here 
publicly and _— brandish 
threats,” he told CNN in 
a round of Sunday news 
show interviews.

"But what | will tell you is 
we are communicating di- 
rectly and privately to Bei- 
jing that there absolutely 
will be consequences" if 
China helps Russia "backfill" 
its losses from the sanctions. 
"We will not allow that to go 
forward and allow there to 
be a lifeline to Russia from 
these economic sanctions 
from any country anywhere 
in the world," he said. 

A US. official, soeaking on 
condition of anonymity to 
discuss sensitive matters, 
said that in recent days,

military equipment, to press 
forward in its ongoing war 
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with Ukraine. The official 
did not provide details on 
the scope of the request. 
The request was first report- 
ed by The Washington Post. 
The White House said the 
talks will focus on the di- 
rect impact of Russia's war 
against Ukraine on regional 
and global security. 

Biden administration — offi- 
cials say Beijing is spread- 
ing false Russian claims that 
Ukraine was running chemi- 
cal and biological weap- 
ons labs with U.S. support. 
They say China is effective- 
ly providing cover if Russia 
moves ahead with a bio- 
logical or chemical weap- 
ons attack on Ukrainians. 
When Russia starts accus- 
ing other countries of pre- 
paring to launch biological 
or chemical attacks, Sul- 
livan told NBC's "Meet the 
Press," "it's a good tell that 
they may be on the cusp of 
doing it themselves." 
Pentagon spokesman John 
Kirby, on ABC's 'This Week," 
said "we haven't seen any- 
thing that indicates some 
sort of imminent chemical 
or biological attack right 
now, but we're watching 
this very, very closely." 

The striking U.S. accusations 
about Russian disinforma- 
tion and Chinese complic- 
ity came after Russian For- 
eign Ministry sookeswoman 
Maria Zakharova alleged 
with no evidence that the 
U.S. was financing Ukrai- 
nian chemical and biologi- 
cal weapons labs. 

The Russian claim was 
echoed by Chinese for- 
eign ministry spokesman 
Zhao Lijian, who claimed 
there were 26 bio-labs and 
related facilities in "which 
the U.S. Department of De- 
fense has absolute control." 
The United Nations has said 
it has received no informa- 
tion backing up such accu- 
sations. 

White House press secre- 
tary Jen Psaki called the 
claims "preposterous." 
"Now that Russia has made 
these false claims, and 


China has seemingly en- 
dorsed this propaganda, 
we should all be on the 
lookout for Russia to possi- 
bly use chemical or biologi- 
cal weapons in Ukraine, or 
to create a false flag op- 
eration using them," Psaki 
tweeted last week. "It's a 
clear pattern." 

Sullivan told "Face the Na- 
tion" on CBS that the Rus- 
sian rhetoric on chemical 
and biological warfare is 
"an indicator that, in fact, 
the Russians are getting 
ready to do it and try and 
pin the blame elsewhere 
and nobody should fall for 
that." 

The international commuvu- 
nity for years has assessed 
that Russia has used chemi- 
cal weapons in carrying 
out assassination attempts 
against Putin detractors 
such as Alexei Navalny and 
former spy Sergei Skripal. 
Russia also supports the 
Assad government in Syria, 
which has used chemical 
weapons against its people 
in a decade-long civil war. 
Testifying before the Senate 
Intelligence Committee on 
Thursday, CIA Director Wil- 
liam Burns also noted grave 
concern that Russia might 
be laying the groundwork 
for a chemical or biologi- 
cal attack of its own, which 
it would then blame on the 
U.S. or Ukraine in a false flag 
operation. 

"This is something, as all of 
you know very well, is very 
much a part of Russia's 
playbook," he said. 'They've 
used these weapons 
against their own citizens, 
they've at least encour- 
aged the use in Syria and 
elsewhere, so it's something 
we take very seriously." 
China has been one of few 
countries to avoid criticiz- 
ing the Russians for its in- 
vasion of Ukraine. China's 
Xi Jinping hosted Putin for 
the opening of the Win- 
ter Olympics in Beijing, 
just weeks before Russia 
launched the Feb. 24 inva- 
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Justice Thomas slams cancel culture, 'packing' Supreme Court

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice 
Clarence Thomas said he's 
concerned efforts to po- 
liticize the Court or add ad- 
ditional justices may erode 
the institution's credibility, 
speaking Friday in Utah at 
an event hosted by former 
Republican U.S. Sen. Orrin 
Hatch's foundation. 
Thomas, the most senior jus- 
tice on the nine-member 
court, said he often worries 
about the long-term reper- 
cussions of trends such as 
"cancel culture" and a lack 
of civil debate. 

"You. can cavalierly talk 
about packing or stacking 
the court. You can cava- 
lierly talk about doing this or 
doing that. At some point 
the institution is going to 
be compromised," he told 
an audience of about 500 
people at an upscale hotel 
in Salt Lake City."By doing 
this, you continue to chip 
away at the respect of the 
institutions that the next 
generation is going to need 
if they're going to have civil 
society," Thomas said. 
Rulings this year will set laws 
on hot-button political is- 
sues, including abortion, 
guns and voting rights. 

The court has leaned in- 
creasingly conservative 
since three justices nomi- 
nated by former President 
Donald Trump joined its 
ranks. Progressives have 
in turn called to expand 
the number of justices on 
the court, including during 
the 2020 presidential pri- 
mary. Democrats in Con- 
gress introduced a bill last

year to add four justices to 
the bench, and President 
Joe Biden has convened 
a commission to study ex- 
panding the court. 

"I'm afraid, particularly in 
this world of cancel culture 
attack, | don't know where 
you're going to learn to en- 
gage as we did when | grew 
up," he said. "If you don't 
learn at that level in high 
school, in grammar school, 
in your neighborhood, or 
in civic organizations, then 
how do you have it when 


you're making decisions in 
government, in the legisla- 
ture, or in the courts?" 

In addition to condemning 
"cancel culture," Thomas 
also blasted the media for 
cultivating inaccurate im- 
pressions about public fig- 
ures — including himself, 
his wife and late Supreme 
Court Justice Antonin Sca- 
lia.

Obama tests positive for COVID-19,

Obama said on Twitter. 
"Michelle and | are grate- 
ful fo be vaccinated and 


boosted." 

Obama encouraged 
more Americans to get 
vaccinated against the 
coronavirus, despite the 
declining infection rate in 
the US. 

There were roughly 35,000 
infections on average 
over the past week, down 
sharply from mid-January 
when that average was 
closer to 800,000. 

The Centers for Disease 


Control and Prevention 
report that 75.2% of U.S. 
adults are fully vaccinated 
and 47.7% of the fully vac- 
cinated have received 
a booster shot. The CDC 
relaxed its guidelines for 
indoor masking in late Feb- 
ruary, taking a more holis- 
tic approach that meant 
the vast majority of Ameri- 
cans live in areas without 
the recommendation for 
indoor masking in public.L)

for her political activity and 
involvement in groups that 
file briefs about cases in 
front of the Supreme Court, 
as well as using her Face- 
book page to amplify par- 
tisan attacks. 

As Congress prepares to 
hold confirmation hearings 
for Judge Ketanji Brown 
Jackson, Thomas recalled 
his 1991 confirmation pro- 
cess as a humiliating and 
embarrassing experience 
that taught him not to 
be overly prideful. During 


congressional hearings, 
lawmakers grilled Thomas 
about sexual harassment 
allegations from Anita Hill, a 
former employee, leading 
him to call the experience 
a "high tech lynching." 

If confirmed, Jackson 
would be the first Black 
woman on the court, and 
would join Thomas as the 
current court's second 
Black justice. 

Thomas, who grew up in 
Georgia during segrega- 
tion, said he held civility as 
one of his highest values. 
He said he learned to re- 
spect institutions and de- 
bate civilly with those who 
disagreed with him during 
his years in school. Based 
on conversations he's had 
with students at his univer- 
sity lectures in recent years, 
he said he doesn't believe 
colleges are welcoming 
places for productive de- 
bate, particularly for stu- 
dents who support what 
he described as traditional 
families or oppose abor- 
tion. 

Thomas did not reference 
the future of Roe v. Wade, 
the landmark 1973 Su- 
preme Court decision that 
extended abortion rights 
throughout the country. 
The court this year is sched- 
uled to rule on Dobbs v. 
Jackson Women's Health 
Organization and whether 
Mississippi Can ban abor- 
tions at 15 weeks. While the 
court deliberates over the 
case, lawmakers in Florida, 
West Virginia and Kentucky 
are advancing similar leg- 
islation hoping the court 
overturns Roe and estab- 
lishes new precedent.)

Video shows man heehee 2 workers os mew York's MOMA

NEW YORK (AP) — Video 
from the Museum of Mod- 
erm Art shows the moment 
a man leaped over a re- 
ception desk and stabbed 
two employees as they 
tried to flee Saturday. 

The video released by New 
York City police shows a 
man police identified as 
60-year-old Gary Cabana 
entering the museum lobby 
through a revolving door 
then climbing onto the 
desk and jumping over it as 
a man carrying what ap- 
pears to be a walkie-talkie 
tries in vain to stop him. 
Police were still searching 
for Cabana as of Sunday 
morning. 

The man, wearing a black 
wool hat and a_e surgi- 
cal mask, approaches 
three employees who are 
trapped in the small space 
and stabs one of them — a 
young woman who is able 
to run away seconds later 
— though not before she is 
stabbed again in the back. 
The attacker then stabs the 
second employee as the 
man with the walkie-talkie 
hurls a notebook at him. 
That appears to distract the 
attacker long enough for 
the second victim to flee. 
The third employee can be 
seen getting up from the

ground after the attacker 
runs away. 

Authorities said Saturday 
that the two museum em- 
ployees, a 24-year-old man 
and 24-year-old woman, 
were both stable with non- 
life-threatening injuries. 


Their names weren't re- 
leased. 

According to police, Ca- 
bana was denied en- 


trance Saturday for previ- 
ous incidents of disorderly 
conduct. John Miller, NYPD 
deputy commissioner of in- 
telligence and counterter- 


rorism, said his membership 
had been revoked for two 
separate incidents of disor- 
derly behavior at the mu- 
seum in recent days. 

A letter informing Cabana 
of his expired membership 
had been sent out Friday, 
but he came to the muse- 
um Saturday saying he in- 
tended to see a film there, 
according to police. 

He then became upset 
and stabbed the museum 
employees in the back, 
collarbone and the back 
of neck, Miller said. They

were rushed within minutes 
to the hospital. 

Miller said Saturday that 
the video showed which 
way the suspect went after 
leaving the museum. Police 
shared photos of Cabana 
late Saturday night, asking 
for the public's help finding 
him. 

The department has no re- 
cord of a previous arrest for 
the man. 

The museum didn't im- 
mediately respond to an 
emailed request for com- 
ment on the incident, but 


said on social media that 
it would be closed to the 
public Sunday. 

The midtown Manhattan 
museum evacuated its pa- 
trons Saturday afternoon. 
Yuichi Shimada, a = mu- 
seumgoer present at the 
time of the attack, tweeted 
he was on the second floor 
when a couple suddenly 
came running toward him, 
and he heard security 
guards' radios throughout 
the museum loudly an- 
nouncing something at the 
same time. 

"It was chaotic, partly be- 
cause it was snowing, with 
a group of young women 
in @ panic and _ crying," 
Shimada said. "Not being 
good with claustrophobia 
myself, | headed for the exit 
early." 

Shimada was diverted to 
the side on his way out 
as a. stretcher was hur- 
riedly brought in. Police 
vehicles and ambulances, 
emergency lights flashing, 
thronged outside the mu- 
seum as dozens of patrons 
hurried away. 

Mayor Eric Adams tweet- 
ed Saturday evening he'd 
been briefed on the attack 
and said the victims’ injuries 
were not life-threatening. 
"We're grateful for the quick 
work of our first resoond- 
ers," Adams, a former NYPD 
captain, said.) 


Police: Ammon Bundy arrested in trespassing case

MERIDIAN, Idaho (AP) — 
Far-right activist Ammon 
Bundy, who's running for 
governor in Idaho, has 
been arrested after refus- 
ing to leave a hospital in 
connection with a_ child- 


welfare case, police said 
Saturday. 
Bundy was arrested at 


about 1:15 a.m. on suspi- 
cion of misdemeanor tres- 
passing at St. Luke's Me- 
ridian Medical Center in 


Meridian, west of Boise, the 
Idaho Statesman reported. 
Bundy is well-known for par- 
ticipating in armed stand- 
offs with law enforcement, 
notably at the Malheur Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge in Or- 
egon in 2016, which left one 
man dead, and on federal 
land near his family's ranch 
in Nevada in 2014. 

He's also scheduled to 
stand trial this week on 
three charges from a previ- 
ous trespassing case at the 
Idaho Capitol. 

The arrest Saturday con- 
cerned a_ 10-month-old 
determined to be "suffer- 
ing from severe malnourish- 
ment" and at risk of injury or 
death, the Meridian Police 
Department said in a news 
release. The baby's parents 
had refused to let officers 


check on its welfare after 
the family canceled an ap- 
pointment. 

Bundy urged his followers 
to go to the hospital to sup- 
port the family. 

Bundy wrote on Twitter on 
Saturday that "last night 
my very good friend Di- 
ego's grandson was medi- 
cally kidnapped because 
a medical — practitioner 
called (child protective ser- 
vices) for a missed doctor 
appointment. If this hap- 
pened to them, it could 
happen to you." 

One other person was ar- 
rested on suspicion of tres- 
passing at the hospital, and 
two people were arrested 
earlier Friday in a related 
incident on suspicion of re- 
sisting or obstructing police. 
Bundy, of Emmett, was 


charged in the Oregon 
and Nevada standoffs. He 
was acquitted in Oregon 
and the Nevada charges 
were dismissed after a mis- 
trial. 

He is set to go on trial Mon- 
day for two charges of mis- 
demeanor trespassing and 
one charge of resisting or 
obstructing officers after he 
was arrested twice in one 
day at the Idaho Capitol in 
April 2021. 

At the time he was subject 
to a one-year ban from the 
Statehouse due to previ- 
ous trespassing, when he 
refused to leave an audi- 
torium at the Idaho State- 
house in August 2020 dur- 
ing a protest of the Legis- 
lature's special session and 
was rolled out of the build- 
ing by police in a chair.)

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iran 
claimed responsibility Sun- 
day for a missile barrage 
that struck near a sprawl- 
ing U.S. consulate complex 
in northern Iraq, saying it 
was retaliation for an Israeli 
strike in Syria that killed two 
members of its Revolution- 
ary Guard earlier this week. 
lraq's Foreign Ministry on 
Sunday summoned Iran's 
ambassador to protest the 
attack, calling it a flagrant 
violation of the country's 
sovereignty. 

No injuries were reported 
in Sunday's attack on the 
city of Irbil, which marked 
a significant escalation be- 
tween the U.S. and Iran. 
Hostility between the long- 
time foes has often played 
out in Iraq, whose govern- 
ment is allied with both 
countries. 

The attack drew harsh con- 
demnation from the Iraqi 
government, which called 
it a "violation of interna- 
tional law and norms" and 
demanded an explanation 
from the Iranian leader- 
ship. Iraq's Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Ahmad al- 
Sahhaf told The Associated 
Press that the ministry sum- 
moned the Iranian ambas- 
sador, Iraj Masjedi, to de- 
liver the diplomatic protest. 
The United States said the 
missile strike emanated 
from Iran and strongly con- 
demned it. 

"The strikes were an outra- 
geous violation of Iraq's sov- 
ereignty. No U.S. facilities 
were damaged or person- 
nel injured, and we have 
no indications the attack 
was directed at the United 
States," State Department 
spokesman Ned Price told 
reporters in Washington. 
lran's powerful Revolution- 
ary Guard said on its web- 
site that it attacked what 
it described as an Israeli 
spy center in Irbil. It did not 
elaborate, but in a state- 
ment said Israel had been 
on the offensive, citing the 
recent strike that killed two 
members of the Revolution- 
ary Guard. The semi-official 
Tasnim news agency quot- 
ed an unnamed source as 
saying Iran fired 10 Fateh 
missiles, including several 
Fateh-110 missiles, which 
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lran claims missile barrage near U.S. consulate in lraq

have a range of about 300 
kilometers (186 miles). 

The source claimed the 
attack resulted in multiple 
casualties. There was no 
immediate comment from 
Israel on the allegations or 
the Iranian missile barrage. 
An Iraqi official in Baghdad 
initially said several missiles 
had hit the U.S. consulate 
in Irbil, which is new and 
unoccupied, adding that 
it had been the intended 
target of the attack. Later, 
Lawk Ghafari, the head of 
Kurdistan's foreign media 
office, said none of the mis- 
siles had struck the U.S. fa- 
cility but that residential ar- 
eas around the compound 
had been hit. 

Following a Cabinet meet- 
ing, the Iraqi government 
in Baghdad reiterated its 
refusal to allow Iraq to be 
used to settle scores be- 
tween other countries and 
said it has requested an ex- 
planation from the Iranian 
leadership. 

Satellite broadcast chan- 
nel Kurdistan24, which _ is 
located near the U.S. con- 
sulate, went on air from 
their studio shortly after the 
attack, showing shattered 


glass and debris on their 
studio floor. 

The attack came several 
days after Iran said it would 
retaliate for an Israeli strike 
near Damascus, Syria, that 
killed two members of its 
Revolutionary Guard. On 
Sunday, Iran's — state-run 
IRNA news agency quoted 
lraqgi media acknowledg- 
ing the attacks in Irbil, with- 
out saying where they origi- 
nated. 

The missile barrage coincid- 
ed with regional tensions. 
Negotiations in Vienna over 
Tehran's tattered nuclear 
deal hit a "pause" over Rus- 
sian demands about sanc- 
tions targeting Moscow for 
its war on Ukraine. Mean- 
while, Iran suspended its 
secret Baghdad-brokered 
talks aimed at defusing 
yearslong tensions with re- 
gional rival Saudi Arabia, 
after Saudi Arabia carried 
out its largest known mass 
execution in its modern his- 
tory with over three dozens 
Shiites killed. 

lraqi security officials said 
there were no casualties 
from the Irbil attack, which 
they said occurred after 
midnight and caused ma-

terial damage in the area. 
They spoke on condition of 
anonymity in line with regu- 
lations. 

One of the Iraqi officials 
said the ballistic missiles 
were fired from Iran, with- 
out elaborating. He said the 
lIranian-made Fateh-110 
missiles likely were fired in 
retaliation for the two Rev- 
olutionary Guards killed in 


Syria. 
U.S. forces stationed at Ir- 
bil's airport compound 


have come under fire from 
rocket and drone attacks 
in the past, with U.S. offi- 
cials blaming lran-backed 
groups. 

The top U.S. commander 
for the Middle East has re- 
peatedly warmed about 
the increasing threats of at- 
tacks from Iran and Iranian- 
backed militias on troops 
and allies in Iraq and Syria. 
In an interview with The As- 
sociated Press in Decem- 
ber, Marine Gen. Frank 
McKenzie said that while 
U.S. forces in Iraq have 
shifted to a non-combat 
role, Iran and its proxies still 
want all American troops 
to leave the country. As 
a result, he said, that may 


trigger more attacks.’ 

The Biden administration 
decided last July to end the 
U.S. combat mission in Iraq 
by Dec. 31, and U.S. forc- 
es gradually moved to an 
advisory role last year. The 
troops will still provide air 
support and other military 
aid for Iraq's fight against 
the Islamic State. 

The U.S. presence in lrag has 
long been a flash point for 
Tehran, but tensions spiked 
after a January 2020 USS. 
drone strike near the Bagh- 
dad airport killed a top lra- 
nian general. In retaliation, 
Iran launched a barrage of 
missiles at al-Asad airbase, 
where U.S. troops were 
stationed. More than 100 
service members suffered 
traumatic brain injuries in 
the blasts. 

More recently, Iranian prox- 
ies are believed respon- 
sible for an assassination 
attempt late last year on 
Iraq's Prime Minister Musta- 
fa al-Kadhimi. 

And officials have said they 
believe Iran was behind 
the October drone attack 
at the military outpost in 
southern Syria where Amer- 
ican troops are based. No 
U.S. personnel were killed or 
injured in the attack. 
Al-Kadhimi tweeted: "The 
aggression which targeted 
the dear city of Irbil and 
spread fear amongst its in- 
habitants is an attack on 
the security of our people." 
Masrour Barzani, prime 
minister of the semi-auton- 
omous  Kurdish-controlled 
region, condemned the at- 
tack. In a Facebook post, 
he said Irbil "will not bow to 
the cowards who carried 
out the terrorist attack."L) 
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Anti-war protests across Europe, small rallies in Russia 


BERLIN (AP) — Tens of thou- 
sands of people rallied Sun- 
day in cities across Europe 
to protest against Russia's 
ongoing war in Ukraine, 
with small vigils taking 
place in Russia as well de- 
spite a crackdown by au- 
thorities against such dem- 
onstrations. 

German trade — unions 
called a protest in Ber- 
lin, where sunny weather 
boosted the turnout. The 
march led from the city's 
Alexanderplatz — a large 
square named after Rus- 
sian Tsar Alexander | — to a 
site near the Brandenburg 
Gate. 

Many participants carried 
flags in the blue and yellow 
colors of Ukraine, while oth- 
ers bore banners reading 
"Stop the War" and "Peace 
and Solidarity for the peo- 
ple in Ukraine." 

Norbert Herring, who held 
up a sign that read "What 
are you doing to your 
neighbore" as the crowds 
filed past the Russian Em- 
bassy, said the images from 
Ukraine reminded him of 
the bombing of cities dur- 
ing World War Il. 

Several participants at 
the Berlin protest said they 
were Russians ashamed 
about what their country 
was doing. 

"We're against this war so 
we wanted fo show our 
solidarity," said Aleksan-

dra Belozerova, a Russian 
studying in Germany. "It's 
the least we can do in this 
situation." 

Her friend, Aliia Biktagirova, 
held a sign with letters for 
the Russian phrase for "No 
War' represented as aster- 
isks to reflect the censorship 
she said is taking place in 
Russia concerning the con- 
flict. 

In Russia, where demon- 
strations against the war 
in Ukraine have been typi- 
cally met with a heavy po- 
lice response, rights group 
OVD-Info said more than 
668 people had been de- 


tained in 36 cities as of late 
afternoon Moscow time. 
There was a heavy police 
presence at central lo- 
cations including Mane- 
zhnaya Square near the 
Kremlin, with officers car- 
rying demonstrators away 
to waiting police vans, in 
footage posted by Rus- 
sian media. The number of 
people protesting nation- 
wide appeared to be far 
fewer than the last major 
protests a week ago, when 
OVD-Info listed more than 
5,000 people who were de- 
tained. 

Anti-war protests were also 
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staged in Warsaw, London 
and the German cities of 
Frankfurt, Hamburg and 
Stuttgart. 

A small far-right party orga- 
nized a protest in Serbia's 
capital, Belgrade, in sup- 
port of Russia's invasion of 
Ukraine. 

The occupants of dozens 
of cars waved Russian and 
Serbian flags, honked horns 
and chanted slogans in 
favor of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin. Some cars 
had "Z" painted on them — 
the letter is used on Russian 
armored vehicles in Ukraine 
and is now a symbol of sup- 


port for Russian troops. 
Despite formally seeking 
European Union member- 
ship, Serbia has refused to 
join international sanctions 
against its ally Russia de- 
spite voting in favor of the 
U.N. resolution condemn- 
ing Moscow's aggression. 
The country's dominant 
state-controlled media 
carry frequent pro-Russia 
reports about the war. 

One day after rallies in Flor- 
ence and Naples, Italians 
and Ukrainians who live 
in Italy turned out for pro- 
tests in Milan and Rome on 
Sunday against the war in 
Ukraine. 

In the first row of a march in 
Milan, Italy's financial capi- 
tal, protesters held blood- 
ied cloth bundles to repre- 
sent children killed in Rus- 
sian attacks on Ukrainians. 
Some children held draw- 
ings, and many marchers 
streaked their cheeks in the 
colors of the Ukrainian flag. 
Before the march, protest- 
ers stretched out an enor- 


mous, rainbow-colored 
peace flag in a Milan 
square. 


In Rome's march, one of 
the participants held a 
cardboard sign that read, 
"Close the Sky," an appar- 
ent reference to Ukraine's 
plea to NATO to establish 
a no-fly zone over Ukraine 
against Russian warplanes.

ZAGREB, Croatia (AP) — A 
military drone that appar- 
ently flew all the way from 
the Ukrainian war zone 
over three European NATO- 
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member states before 
crashing in an urban zone 
of the Croatian capital was 
armed with an explosive 
device, Croatia's defense 


minister said Sunday. 

The Soviet-made_ aircraft 
crossed Romania and Hun- 
gary before entering Croa- 
tia, slamming into a field 
near a student dormitory 
late Thursday. 

About 40 parked cars were 
damaged in the large ex- 
plosion, but no one was in- 
jured. 

"Traces of explosives and 
clues suggesting — that 
this was not a reconnais- 
sance aircraft were found. 
We found parts of an air 
bomb," Croatian Defense 
Minister Mario Banozic said 
at the crash site. 

He said that this further rais- 
es a question about wheth- 
er the drone belonged to 
Russia or Ukraine. 

"There are elements that 


indicated if could have 
come from both," he said. 

Air crash investigators have 
pulled most of the drone's 
remaining parts from a 
large crater it created on 
impact, including a partly 
damaged black box that 
should reveal the drone's 
flight path. 

Croatian officials have criti- 
cized NATO for what they 
called a slow reaction to 
a very serious incident and 
called into question the 
readiness of the military al- 
liance's member states to 
resoond to a possible at- 
tack. 

NATO said the alliance's 
integrated air and mis- 
sile defense had tracked 
the object's flight path.

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Vatican in 'pain' at Nicaragua expulsion of papal nuncio 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican on Saturday ex- 
pressed "surprise and pain" 
at Nicaragua's expulsion of 
the papal nuncio, which 
comes at a time of grow- 
ing pressure On opposition 
figures in the Central Ameri- 
can nation. 

The church said in a state- 
ment that Nicaragua's ac- 
tion against Polish Msgr. 
Waldemar Stanislaw Som- 
mertag was "grave and un- 
justified." 

It said the action was "in- 
comprehensible" because 
Sommertag "has worked 
tirelessly for the good of the 
church and of the Nica- 
raguan people," while "al- 
ways seeking to promote 
good relations" between 
the Vatican and Nicara- 
guan authorities. 

It noted he had functioned 
as a formal witness during 
government talks with the 
opposition. 

The Vatican office in Nica- 
ragua's capital, Managua, 
announced on Monday 
that Sommertag had left 
the country on March 6, 
though it did not say why. 
His place was taken by the 
chargé d' affaires, Msgr. 
Marcel Mbaye Diouf. 

The government has made 
no statement about the 
nuncio's departure. 
Sommertag arrived in Ma- 
nagua in 2018 in the midst 
of a wave of protests 
against the government of 
President Daniel Ortega. 
At least 328 people were 
killed, 2,000 wounded, hun- 
dreds detained and 88,000

fled into exile, according to 
the Inter-American Com- 
mission on Human Rights.

The nuncio participated 
in efforts to mediate in the 
conflict and win the re- 
lease of detained opposi- 
tion figures. 

At the end of last year, rel- 
atived of 46 detained op- 
position figures had asked 
Sommertag to intercede 
with Ortega, though noth- 
ing came of the effort. 

In a November interview 
with The Associated Press, 


Sommertag said his office 
had not received a formal 
request to intervene, but 
said it had worked "in fa- 
vor of the most vulnerable, 
among those detainees 
of all categories, including 
political." 

"| think intercession is more 
than just and necessary ...," 
he said. "But in the end, we 
know very well that things 
depend on the govern-

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ment." 

Ortega's government in- 
creased its crackdown on 
opposition leaders ahead 
of last year's presidential 
elections, arresting poten- 
tial candidates against him 
as well as several dozen 
prominent journalists, lead- 


ers of nongovernmental 
organizations and other 
critics. 


On Friday, a judge con- 


victed journalist Cristiana 
Chamorro, a_ potential 
presidential contender and 
daughter of former Presi- 
dent Violeta Chamorro — 
who had defeated Ortega 
in a 1990 election — of 
money laundering and oth- 
er crimes. 

The news site Confidencial, 
run by Cristiana Chamorro's 
brother Carlos Fernando 
Chamorro, reported that 
she, two members of her 
mother's foundation, a driv- 
er, as well as a former law- 
maker and other Cham- 
orro sibling Pedro Joaquin 
Chamorro were all convict- 
ed Friday at the conclusion 
of a seven-day trial. 
Ortega has targeted non- 
governmental — organiza- 
tions in Nicaragua, cutting 
off their foreign funding, 
seizing their offices and 
canceling their charters. He 
has alleged they worked 
with foreign interests that 
wanted to see him re- 
moved from office. 
Cristiana Chamorro, 68, 
had previously served as 
editor of La Prensa, Nica- 
ragua's largest newspaper. 
Her father, Pedro Joaquin 
Chamorro had been its 
editor until his murder in

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Owner of Cog Railway proposes lodging on Mount Washington

The owner of a historic rail- 
way that runs up Mount 
Washington is proposing to 
build upscale accommo- 
dations and a restaurant 
near the summit of New 
Hampshire's highest peak. 
Mount Washington Cog 
Railway owner Wayne Pres- 
by said the nearly $14 mil- 
lion project would station 
18 rail cars at an elevation 
around 5,800 feet (1,670 
meters) from mid May 
through mid October. Nine 
sleeper cars would accom- 
modate up to 70 guests 
who would pay similar rates 
to those charged on other 
sleepers. ‘There is a de- 
mand for it. People want to 
stay up on the mountain," 
Presby said of the project 
that will require state and 
county permits and take 
up to seven years fo com- 
plete. ‘They want better 
facilities than what are be- 
ing offered up there by the 
state of New Hampshire 
and everybody else." 

The project, presented ear- 
lier this month to the Mount 
Washington Commission, 
comes several years after 
Presby scrapped a plan to 
build a 35-room hotel on 
the mountain. That project 
came under widespread 
criticism from environmen- 
talists and hikers, who ar- 
gued the 25,000-square- 
foot (2,300-square-meter) 
hotel would damage the 
fragile alpine ecology and 
destroy the scenic views. 
Presby said the latest pro- 
posal, which includes plans

to pipe sewage down the 
mountain and _ fiber-optic 
upgrades, has the support 
of the state. In exchange, 
the Cog would agree to 
not to pursue further ex- 
pansion on the summit. 

A spokesperson for the De- 
partment of Natural and 
Cultural Resources did not 
immediately respond to a 
request for comment. 

Itis unclear whether this pro- 
posal will garner the same 
opposition as the larger 
hotel project, when thou- 
sands of people signed a 
petition against it. 

Chris Thayer, who serves as 
the Appalachian Mountain 
Club's representative on 
the commission, called the 
proposal "creative in its ap- 
proach to summit opera- 


tion and visitor experience 
challenges" but he said 
it "deserves more careful 
consideration to impacts 
on highly sensitive natural 
resources and _ viewshed 
aesthetics." 

David Govatski, a retired 
U.S. Forest Service forester 
who can see the site from 
his home in Jefferson, op- 
posed the larger hotel. But 
he remains undecided this 
time around. 

Govatski believes the proj- 
ect could ease congestion 
from the throngs of summer 
tourists on the mountain, 
since it includes a shuttle 
from sleeper cars up to the 
summit, the highest peak in 
the Northeast at 6,288 feet 
(1.91 kilometers). Currently, 
the cog goes right to the 
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summit, resulting in hun- 
dreds of people getting on 
and off trains at one time. 
But he worries hotel guests 
could damage are alpine 
plants including Bigelow's 
sedge on the mountain 
and stress out the rare 
American pipit that nests 
in the area. Other people 
worry plans for brightly-col- 
ored rail cars — something 
Presby said could change 
to more neutral colors — 
would be out of place on 
the mountain. 

The area where the rail cars 
would sit has had its share 
of activities over the years. 
The Mount Washington 
Auto Road is nearby. There 
are fuel tanks there, a heli- 
pad and there once were 
barracks for a jet engine 


testing lab. 

"They have done their plan- 
ning. The concept looks 
good on paper but the 
devil is in the details. That is 
what we want to work out," 
Govatski said. 

"You. have to balance 
the economic value of a 
railroad like that against 
the potential for the en- 
vironmental impact, of 
increased usage at new 
location near the moun- 
tain top," he continued. "I 
remain neutral until | can 
really study what the im- 
pacts are." Mount Wash- 
ington has been attracting 
more tourists in New Hamp- 
shire's North Country since 
the loss of the Old Man 
of the Mountain, a gran- 
ite profile and state sym- 
bol that crumbled in 2003. 
The mountain draws over 
300,000 visitors a year. 

The 65-year-old Presby, who 
has owned the railroad for 
nearly 40 years, said the 
project would partly fulfill 
his vision of bringing back 
hotels that once graced 
the mountain in the 1800s. 
Among them was the Sum- 
mit House Hotel, which 
burned down in 1908. 

It would also bolster the 
Cog Railway's role as an 
economic engine, some- 
thing the company has 
prided itself on since the 
train first started running 
more than 150 years ago. 
The region, which has 
among the state's lowest 
median income, is heavily 
reliant on tourism. The train 
brings 150,000 people each 
season up to the summit.) 


Uber charging customers new fuel fee for rides, delivery 


The Associated Press Cit- 
ing record-high prices for 
gasoline, Uber is charging 
customers a new fuel fee 
to help offset costs for ride- 
hail and delivery drivers. 

The temporary surcharge 
will be either 45 cents or 


55 cents for each Uber trip 
and either 35 cents or 45 
cents for each Uber Eats 
order, depending on lo- 
cation, the company an- 
nounced Friday. 


It will take effect on 
Wednesday. All the money 
will go directly to drivers, 
San Francisco-based Uber 


said. The surcharge will 
be in effect for at least 60 
days, after which Uber said 
it will assess the situation. 
The surcharges are based 
on the average trip dis- 
tance and the increase in 
gas prices in each state, 
Uber said. 

As Russia's war in Ukraine 
has intensified, U.S. gas 
prices have reached re- 
cord levels. 

The average price of gaso- 
line in the U.S. hit a record 
$4.17 a gallon this week 
as President Joe Biden 
banned imports of Rus- 


sian oil, gas and coal in re- 
taliation for the invasion of 
Ukraine. 

The amount of U.S. gaso- 
line in storage fell last 
week as demand starts to 
increase with summer ap- 
proaching. The increase in 
gas demand and the low- 
er trend in inventories also 
are contributing to rising 
prices at the pump. 

A spokesperson for Uber 
rival Lyft didn't immedi- 
ately respond to a ques- 
tion Saturday on whether 
it was considering a similar

This tale wags the dog: 'Rescued by 
Ruby’ tells K-9's

NORTH KINGSTOWN, RI. 
(AP) — This is the story of 
a mischievous mutt who 
turned out to be a very 
good girl. Such a good girl, 
in fact, that she saved a 
life. 

Ruby, an Australian shep- 
herd and border collie mix, 
ended up in a Rhode Island 
animal shelter as a pup be- 
cause of persistent behav- 
ioral problems. Five families 
adopted her in turn, only for 
each to return her because 
she was too rambunctious. 
"She was a total knuckle- 
head," said shelter volun- 
teer and dog trainer Patri- 
cia Inman, who repeatedly 
intervened to keep Ruby 
from being euthanized. 
"She jumped and bit her 
leash. She wouldn't sit or 
lie down. She just never 
stopped moving. She was 
special, and she needed a 
special person." 

Enter state police Cpl. Dan- 
iel O'Neil, who needed a 
search-and-rescue dog. In 
2011, he was taken by an 
eight-month-old Ruby's  ir- 
repressible energy and in- 
telligence, and after Inman 
vouched for her, she was 
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trained as a police K-9. 
Fast-forward to October 
2017, when this tale takes 
an incredible twist: A teen- 
age boy got lost for 36 
hours while hiking, and 
Ruby succeeded where a 
human search party failed 
— she found the boy, who 
was unconscious and _ in 
grave medical condition. 
He turned out to be In- 
man's son. 

"Rescued by Ruby," pre- 
miering March 17 on Netf- 
lix, tells the story of a prob- 
lematic pooch who _ just 
needed another shot. 
"RUby was given a chance 
at life and ended up saving 
a life," the American Hu- 
mane Hero Dog organiza- 
tion said in a 2018 citation 
naming her the nation's 
"Search and Rescue Dog 
of the Year." 

In yet another twist, Ruby 
is played by a canine ac- 
tor, Bear, another former 
shelter dog who was saved 
by the movie's dog trainers 
from being put down. 

"It's a true underdog story," 
O'Neil, 41, said in an inter- 
view at his office at the 
Rhode Island State Police, 
where he now oversees an 
18-dog K-9 unit. 
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"It's like divine intervention. 
She was given a chance 
and she's been doing ev- 
erything she can to pay it 
back," he said. "You have 
this dog that was given up 
on, and she's changed so 
many people's lives." 

O'Neil knew adopting a 
shelter dog written off as 
unmanageable was a 
gamble. Police dogs typi- 
cally are bred for their work 
and trained from birth. 
Most state police K-9s cost 
$7,500 and come from Eu- 
rope. 

But O'Neil recalls being im- 
pressed by Ruby's determi- 
nation and focus, and she 
graduated at the top of her 
class. And as someone with 
dyslexia and hyperactivity, 
he identified with Ruby. 
"We both kind of know 
where each other's coming 
from," he said. 

On the afternoon of the 
boy's rescue, Ruby led 
O'Neil straight to the teen, 
who had tumbled into a 
ravine. O'Neil's radio and 
GPS were out of range, 
but Ruby's repeated bark- 
ing drew authorities to the 
scene. The youth, who has 
since recovered, declined 
to be interviewed. 

When O'Neil knocked on 
the door of the boy's home 
to deliver the good news, 
he found himself face to 
face with Inman: "I said, 
‘Pat, this was her thank you 
for saving her life — she 
saved your boy's life.’ And 
we both started to cry." 
Later, as it all sank in, Inman 
found herself wondering: 
What if 

What if O'Neil hadn't taken 
a chance? What if Ruby 
had been put down? 

"| was so grateful. | was 
beside myself and over- 
whelmed," she said. "So 
many things had to fall into 
place for this to happen 
the way it did. The universe 
works in mysterious ways." 
O'Neil, who's played in the 
Netflix film by "The Flash" 
actor Grant Gustin, said he 
hopes people will consider 
adopting a shelter dog. 

"If you show them love and 
compassion and you give 
them a certain type of sta- 
bility, they'll show their true 
colors," he said.l] 
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Average U.S. gas price rises 22% in two 
weeks to record $4.43

CAMARILLO, Calif. (AP) — 
The average U.S. price of 
regular-grade gasoline shot 
up a whopping 79 cents 
over the past two weeks to 
a record-setting $4.43 per 
gallon (3.8 liters) as Russia's 
invasion of Ukraine is con- 
triputing to already-high 
prices at the pump. 
Industry analyst Triloy Lund- 
berg of the Lundberg Sur- 
vey said Sunday the new 
price exceeds by 32 cents 
the prior all-time high of 
$4.11 set in July 2008. But 
that's still quite a ways from 
the inflation-adjusted _re- 
cord high of about $5.24 
per gallon. 

The price at the pump is 
$1.54 higher than it was a 
year ago. 

Lundberg said gas prices 
are likely to remain high in 
the short term as crude oil 
costs soar amid global sup- 
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ply concerns following Rus- 
sia's invasion of Ukraine. 
Prices at the pump were 
rising long before Russia 
invaded Ukraine as post- 
lockdown demand = has 
pushed prices higher. 
Crude prices plummeted 
in early 2020 as econo- 
mies around the world 
shut down because of 
COVID-19 — the price of 
futures even turned nega- 
tive, meaning some sellers 
were paying buyers to take 
oil. Prices rebounded, how- 
ever, as demand recov- 
ered faster than producers 
pulled oil out of the ground 
and inventories dried up. 
Then, the price increase 
accelerated after war be- 
gan. 

Energy prices are also con- 
tributing to the worst infla- 
tion that Americans have 
seen in 40 years, far out- 
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pacing higher wages. 
Nationwide, the highest 
average price for regular- 
grade gas is in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, at 
$5.79 per gallon. The lowest 
average is in Tulsa, Oklaho- 
ma, at $3.80 per gallon. 
According to the survey, 
the average price of diesel 
also spiked, up $1.18 over 
two weeks, to $5.20 a gal- 
lon. Diesel costs $2.11 more 
than it did one year ago.)

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Burns, Hoge share 36-hole lead at frigid TPC Sawgrass 


PONTE VEDRA BEACH, Fla. 
(AP) — Sam Burns bundled 
up to fight near-freezing 
temperatures at the start 
and closed out his sec- 
ond round with a 75-foot 
eagle putt and an 18-foot 
par to share the lead with 
Tom Hoge after 36 holes 
in the rain-delayed Players 
Championship. 

Hoge has been atop the 
leaderboard for four days 
at the TPC Sawgrass. He 
played golf on only two 
of those days. The Pebble 
Beach winner opened with 
a 66 on Thursday and be- 
cause of rain delays, didn't 
start his second round until 
Sunday morning. 

The temperature was 35 
degrees Fahrenheit (1.6 de- 
grees Celsius) in the morn- 
ing with a light wind. Hoge 
closed with a pair of tough 
pars for a 71. Burns made 
his eagle on the par-5 16th 
and his big par on the final 
hole for a 69. They were at 
7-under 137. 

Erik van Rooyen, the South 
African who played his 
college golf at Minnesota, 
holed a wedge for eagle 
on the par-5 ninth hole to 
close out his 67 and leave 
him one shot behind with 
Harold Varner Ill, who had 
a 69. 

This week is all about the 
weather. Four inches of rain 
that saturated the Stadium 
Course led to five hours of 
delays on Thursday, four 
hours of play on Friday and

a late start — noon on Sat- 
urday — to get the course 
ready. 

Sunday at TPC Sawgrass 
typically decides the win- 
ner. This time it was all about 
who got to keep playing 
into Monday evening. 

Rory Mcllroy and Scottie 
Scheffler can count them- 
selves among the _ fortu- 
nate. They finished the 
second round Saturday at 
2-over 146 and appeared 
certain to miss the cut with 
the final two groups finish- 
ing up the round. 

And then Scott Piercy, who 
appeared safe at 2-under 


par, hit two shots into the 
water on the island-green 
17th and made a quadru- 
ple-bogey 7 that knocked 
him to 2 over. Piercy bo- 
geyed the 18th and wound 
up missing the cut. 

Others didn't get off so 
easy. The strongest field 
of the year won't include 
three of the top 10 players 
in the world — Collin Mori- 
kawa, Patrick Cantlay and 
Xander Schauffele. 

One thing made clear at 
the halfway point was who 
lucked out on the tee times. 
The top 15 players going 
into the third round all had 
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the early-late side of the 
tee times, meaning they 
faced mostly calm and 
rain-soaked conditions 
on Thursday and avoided 
the ferocious wind that 
wreaked havoc on the Sta- 
dium Course on Saturday. 
Burns was watching most of 
Saturday on TV. 

"| just felt bad for the guys 
that had to play," he said. 
"You never wish that upon 
your opponents. It's unfor- 
tunate. Over your career, 
you have good waves and 
bad waves. ... There's only 
so much you can control 
out there, and weather is 


not one of them."Burns did 
his part after a sloppy start 
to his back nine, including 
what he described as one 
of the worst shots he ever 
hit, a 7-iron that went 126 
yards into a bunker on the 
10th hole. 

The bonus was his eagle 
putt on the 16th after a 
shot that avoided water by 
some 5 yards and left him 
a putt from the front of the 
green to a back pin. 

Kevin Kisner was among 
those on the wrong side 
of the draw, and his only 
wish was that players on 
Sunday morning suffered in 
the cold weather. That wish 
was granted. Hoge found 
himself layering up with 
three sweaters and even 
that wasn't enough. 

But he played good golf, 
too, playing bogey-free for 
the final 17 holes. 

Even with the realization 
that it was Sunday after- 
noon, the tournament was 
more like a Friday after- 
noon. There's still a long 
way to go, and 32 players 
were within five shots of the 
lead. That included Jon 
Rahm, who played Sunday 
morning and shot 72, and 
Dustin Johnson, who had 
a 73 on Saturday that felt 
much better. 

The average score was 
74.46, about a full stroke 
lower than it was at the end 
of Saturday to reflect how 
much better the conditions 
were, even in the cold.L)

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ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 
— Brent Sass continued 


to lead the Iditarod Trail 
Sled Dog Race on Sunday, 
but he must hold off the 
defending champion as 
mushers have reached the 
Bering Sea sea coast and 
its treacherous ice. 

Sass breezed through the 
checkpoint in the village of 
Shaktoolik on Sunday morn- 
ing, staying only eight min- 
utes. The village is 754 miles 
(1,213 kilometers) into the 
nearly 1,000-mile (1,609-ki- 
lometer) race, and the win- 
ner is expected to cross the 
finish line in Nome on Tues- 
day or Wednesday. 

According to GPS trackers 
each musher carries, Sass 
had a lead of just over 10 
miles (16 kilometers) on Dal- 


las Seavey, who tied Rick 
Swenson for the most Iditar- 
od victories at five with his 
2021 Iditarod win. 

But the GPS data on the 
race's Iditarod Insider web- 
site also showed Seavey 
running at a faster clip 
even though he is mushing 
with two fewer dogs than 
the 12 Sass has in harness. 
Aaron Burmeister was_ in 
third place, but about 40 
miles (64 kilometers) behind 
Seavey. 

Sass picked up another 
award late Saturday when 
he was the first musher 
to reach the Gold Coast. 
Among the prizes present- 
ed to him in the community 
of Unalakleet was 1 ounce 


(28.35 grams) of gold nug- 
gets, worth about $2,000. 
He's previously been 
awarded several cash 
prizes, artwork and a gour- 
met meal for being the first 
musher to reach check- 
points dotting the trail from 
the Anchorage area to the 
Gold Rush town of Nome. 
Sass turned down the gour- 
met meal, however, be- 
cause he didn't have time 
to eat it. 

The world's most famous 
sled dog race began with 
49 mushers on March 6 in 
Willow, about 75 miles (121 
kilometers) north of An- 
chorage.

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Durant scores 53, Nets edge Knicks 110-107 as Irving watches 


NEW YORK (AP) — A roar 
arose inside Barclays Cen- 
ter and for one of the few 
times Sunday, Kevin Durant 
had nothing to do with it. 
This time, it was Kyrie Irving 
walking through the crowd 
to take a seat across the 
court from the Nets bench, 
an unusual view for his first 
home game this season. 
Durant said he looked over 
at teammate Andre Drum- 
mond on the foul line and 
they smiled. 

"Yo, like this is unreal," Du- 
rant said, describing their 
exchange. "Like, I've never 
seen nothing like this be- 
fore." 

He then gave Irving a sen- 
sational show. 

Durant scored a season- 
high 53 points, making the 
tiebreaking 3-pointer, and 
Brooklyn beat the New York 
Knicks 110-107. 

Durant's 3-pointer snapped 
a 103-all tie with 56 seconds 
remaining. He added four 
more free throws to keep 
the Nets ahead, finishing 
one point shy of his career 
high. 

Durant also had nine as- 
sists and six rebounds in his 
60th career 40-point perfor- 
mance. 

"That man's insane," team- 
mate Bruce Brown said. 
"He makes everything look 
easy out there." 

Irving had a nice view, still 
unable to play in New York. 
There is no longer a man- 
date that spectators are 
vaccinated against the 
coronavirus, but there is still 
one requiring it for some- 
one who works there. Irving 
has not been vaccinated. 
So the star guard had a 
seat in the stands, just as he 
did a night earlier to watch 
his college team, Duke, 
lose in the ACC champion- 
ship game. He walked off 
arm-in-arm with Durant to- 
ward the Nets locker room 
after the game ended. 
Durant then spent a good 
chunk of his postgame in- 
terview calling on New 
York City Mayor Eric Ad- 
ams to change the man- 
date, calling it "ridiculous" 
that unvaccinated people 
could be in the arena but 
not play in it. 

Drummond had 18 points 
and 10 rebounds for the 
Nets, who won their third 


straight. Brown scored 15 
points. Julius Randle scored 
26 points and Evan Fournier 
had 25 for the Knicks, who 
finished 3-4 on their road 
trio. RJ Barrett had 24. 
Durant scored 16 points in 
the first quarter and Brook- 
lyn was ahead much of 
the way, but the Knicks ral- 
lied to take a 103-101 lead 
on Barrett's basket. Drum- 
mond's dunk tied it before 
Durant sprinted out to the 
wing to catch and fire in 
his fourth 3-pointer of the 
game. He finished 19 of 37 
from the field. 

"He's one of the best to ever 
do it. So it's tough when he 
gets hot like that," Barrett 
said. "We did hold our own. 
It was a close game, we 
had opportunities, we had 
chances.
